A percentage of the blood will 
go directly to the armed forces 
after it has been processed by the 
state health department while the 
remainder will be converted into 
plasma and its fractions for use by 
Charlevoix county residents who 
will receive it free of charge ex-~ 
cept for administration costs, 
wherever they may be hospital- 
ized.

And for this reason, many 
sportsmen will refrain from fish- 
ing shallow inshore waters where 
bass are still ~protecting’ their. 
schools of young fry. -After bass 
eggs are hatched, the male bass 


guards the beds for several weeks. 


lashing out at anything that comes 


‘near the school of young fry. 


Once the male is taken from a 
“live-bed” of young fry, the small 
bass quickly become prey to pike, 
perch, and other fish. 

Because of varying bag limits 
between certain species of fish in 
inland and Great Lakes waters, 
the conservation department is 
advising all fishermen to check 


their fish law digests carefully so 


they will not exceed limits.

White Herons Have 
Returned to State 


A stately white heron, the Am- 

erican egret, may be returning to 
Michigan marshes in force after 
being nearly absent during the 
first quarter of the century. 
“In the southern United States, 
between 1840 and the early 1900’s 
the birds were slaughtered by the 
thousands for their vivid plumes. 
Now protected, they are making 
a comeback and are a common 
visitant to Michigan during July, 
August, and early September, 

There also are indications the 
birds may even be nesting in 
Michigan. Several recent reports

June Is Low Cost 
Pasturing Month 


Good pasture during the graz- 
ing season and. high quality 
roughage during the barn feeding 
period—that’s the way to keep 
costs of producing milk at the 
lowest level, Ed Rebman, county 
agricultural agent, said this week. 


The dairy herd improvement: 


association records show that 
June is the month with lowest 
feed cost—it takes $1.14 worth of 
feed to produce a hundred pounds 
of milk on the average. Decem- 
ber and January are the highest 
months when feed costs. increase 
to $2.15 to produce 100 pounds of 
milk. 

Those figures show the value of 
good pasture in cutting the cost of 
milk production. They also show 
that every effort should be made 
to provide good pasture for as 
many summer months as possible. 

Demonstrations on how this job 
can be done will be given at the 
Grass Day for this area on Mon- 
day, June 23 at the Kenneth Bare 
farm located six miles southwest 
of Petoskey, in Emmet county. 

The county agricultural agent 
suggests putting up some hay crop 
silage or hay from some of the 
extra growth during June to feed 
if pastures get short later this 
summer. 

Value of roughage is shown by 
the fact that you can get feed 
nutrients from roughage at about 
half the cost of grain. Dairymen 
with low feed costs for producing 
milk during the winter are feed- 


ing roughage liberally and cutting 


grain to one pound for each six 
or seven pounds of milk. This 
program has been used success- 


fully on herds producing up to 
400 pounds of butterfat per cow

In Lake Level Increase 


While no estimate of water 
front damage to the Boyne City 
harbor front area has been com- 
piled, residents who want to as- 
sess the damage in actual dollars 
and cents value have a yardstick 
by which they can determine just 
what they have lost. 


In a bulletin recently published 
by the Corps of Engineers, U. S. 
Army, damage to the Lake Mich- 
igan area has been computed, fol- 
lowing an extensive survey, at 


.| $18,700 per mile of mainland and 


island shore, 
Based on this “yardstick figure” 
the damage to roughly one mile of 


a 
«'"ake front in the city could be 


placed at $18,700.00. It could be 
higher and it could be lower 
based on interpretation’s of the 
community’s investment in its lake 
front area. 

Damage here ies ‘been serious. 
The entire frontage of Veteran’s 
Memorial park has been seriously 
eroded, many trees are dying the 
city dock-is a shambles (replace- 
ment of this along will cost the 
city $15,00), Sunset Park’s shore- 
line and lawn has suffered serious 
erosion, the frontage near -the 
Top o’ Michigan Rural Electric 


headquarters is flooded, and the} 


south shore area is awash. One 
boat house has capsized since last 
fall and if water levels continue 
to rise, others might follow. This 
represents a considerable loss in 
private investment alone. 
However, there is some small 
consolation in the fact that things 
could be worse. Along the shores 
of Lake St. Clair damage has 
been assessed at $21,100 per mile 
and $22,100 along» the shores of 


high) Lake Erie. 


The only data on which to base 
predictions are the records main- 
tained from 1860 to 1951. Using 
these.as a guide, this month 
should find water at its highest 
level followed by years of steady 
receding shorelines. 

Here’s what the books show: 
Highest Lake Michigan levels in 
the 1860 to 1951 period were in 
June of 1886 when the gauge, us- 
ing mean tide at New York City 
as a base, stood at 583.68 feet.

INFLATION HITS THE 
GROICERY BASKET 


At the recent Freedom Forum 
held on the Harding college cam- 
pus we tried out a new illustration 
to get across the facts about fhe 
damage being done to the average 
man’s income by inflation. It was 
a display of two piles of groceries, 
one bought with 1939 dollars and 
the other with 1952 dollars. The 
135 people from 24 states who at- 
tended the Forum were amazed 
at what they saw. 


To get the groceries for the dis- 
play we sent two people to the 
food market. One took the equiv- 
alent of $3:50 in 1939 dollars, bas- 
ed on the Consumers Food Index 
as published by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor. The other took 
$3.50 in today’s dollars. To dis- 
play the astonishing results, we 
placed the two piles of groceries 
on a table. With the small pile 
was a card reading $3.50-1952” 
and with the larger pile a card 
reading ‘“$3.50-1939.” Here’s 
what each pile contained: 


$3.50-1952 $3.50-1939 

1 loaf bread - 2 loaves bread 

1 can peas 2 cans peas 

1 lb. coffee 2 Ibs. coffee 

3 oranges 6 oranges 

% ib. butter 1 lb. butter 

1% lbs. ham 4% lbs. ham

Starting Again 

Inflation slowed down and lev- 
eled off in recent months, but now 
it is on the move again, and every- 
body’s living standard is affected. 
What cause inflation? It is caus- 
ed by the existence of an over- 
supply of money, or an under- 
supply of goods, or both. If there 
are only two loaves of bread each 
day on Grocer Brown’s shelf and 
four of his customers want bread 
every day, and all of them have a 
pocketbook full of money, those 
two loaves of bread are going to 
be bid up higher than their nor- 
mal selling price.

able. In fact, the government has 
been borrowing money on scraps 
of paper—I.0.U.’s Every dollar 
it thus puts in circulation takes 
a nip out of the value of every 
normal dollar earned by the wage 
and salary workers of the country| 
Loss to Inflation 

The Socialists and other brands 


of Economic Planners very effec- |! 


tively cite the terrible losses suf- 
fered by the big and little bank 
depositors during ‘the depression 
of the early ’30’s. But inflation in 
recent years has made the de- 
pression losses seem like nothing. 
The total loss, because of infla- 
tion, to bank savings accounts, in- 
surance policies and E, F, and G 
government savings bonds was 
$116,565,524,000 for the years 
1941-1950, and this is 61 times the 
estimated loss to depositors in 
suspended banks during 1921-33, 
including the worst depression

Silo Check Should 
Be Made Now 


Check your silo before you start 
putting in grass silage this sum- 
mer if you want the material to 


have high feeding value, advises. 


Ed Rebman, county ag. agent. He 
has several suggestions for farm- 
ers who plan to use vertical silos. 
Upright silos need to be in good 
repair for top. quality silage. Con- 
crete stave or cast-in-place con- 
crete silos need to be resurfaced 
periodically. This job calls for a 
cement wash or cement plaster, 
depending upon the amount of 
etching in the silo. 


Tile silos cannot be resurfaced 
on the inside, Rebman says, but 
replacement blocks or door frames 
are available for many of the tile 
silos. 

If you are thinking of erecting 


a silo, take a look at the ‘service 
qualities of various.makes of silos 
in your area. That is a good. in- 
dicator as to which would be the 
best investment. Wood plank silos 
ean be erected at much more reas- 
onable cost than concrete stave or 
tile. They are’ generally shorter 
lived, but very serviceable. 
Temporary. silos made from 
baled straw or snow fence and re- 
inforced paper work satisfactorily. 
Height of temporary silos is- us- 
ually limited. to about 16 feet, 
Rebman said: -

Asks Motorsts To 
Cut Speed and 
Live Longer 


‘Sgt. Harold Moore, commander 
of the Gaylord post of the Mich- 
igan State Police, is appealing to 
motorists to practice strict, self- 
enforced speed control to reduce 
the alarming high number of 
highway accidents. 

“Excessive speed is public en<« 
emy number one on the high- 
ways,” Sgt. Moore said. “It is a 
factor in two out of every five fa- 
tal traffic accidents. ‘ 

“During the. summer... months 
when travel is at a peak, speeding 
is especially hazardous and dead- 
ly. Week ends are the worst. 

“Last year .470 persons ‘were 
killed in Michigan traffic. during 
June, July and August. An aver- 
age of 21 fatalaties occurred every 
week end. 

“Motor vehicle travel. this sum- 
mer is expected to exceed. an av- 
erage of 80 million. miles per day. 
Unless greater caution is taken, 
particularly. in .maintaining _ safe 
driving speeds, .the accident toll 
will again be shamefully high. 

“There is-no good reason why 
accidents cannot be kept at a min- 
imum. It simply requires some 
effort on the part of drivers. By 
practicing. courtesy, caution and 
common sense lives can be saved 
and injuries. and accidents pre- 
vented.
